DRAFT EXAMPLE 


“STREAM - A body of running water, including brooks and creeks, which moves in a 
definite channel in the ground due to hydraulic gradient, and includes streamlets and rivulets. 
A portion of a stream may flow through a culvert or beneath a bridge. Such a body of 
running water which does not flow throughout the year (1.e., which is intermittent) is a 
stream. 


By designation, No Name Brook, Coolidge Road, and Ryder Brook? are intermittent streams 
afforded an AURA. 


The Conservation Commission has determined that intermittent streams upgradient of 
wetland resource areas subject to protection under the Bylaw are significant to the following 
bylaw interests, flood control, drainage, water quality, and habitat. These presumptions are 
refutable and may be overcome by a clear showing that said intermittent streams do not play 
a role in the protection of those interests. The applicant shall identify these areas at the site, 
locate them on a plan, avoid impacts to these areas, and will mitigate for unavoidable 
impacts. These resource areas will not be afforded an AURA.
